I Those who conclude that there are 
tto ferocious or dangerous wild animals 
In the mountains of western Texas 
•wxmld experience a very sadden change 
of sentiment if they should meet 
panther face to face in some lonely cuu- 
yon. The magnificent animal now 
chained in front of our wagons is called 
by some a Mexican or mountain lion 
and by others » pauther. She ia of a 
dull yellowish color and will weigh 
more than four or five ordinary leop- 
ards. She measures just 11 feet from 
tbe tip of her nose to the end of ber long 
tail. 


Although Hbo bus beeu iu captivity 


only a few days she is astonishingly doc- 
ile HO loug titi hho cuu see ber two cubs 
thut are chuiued tinder tbe wagoufc. Tho 
mouieutthey set up u whine she springs 
to ber feet, »H ber hair turns the wrong 
•way, and while ber eyes look like glow- 
iug coals of tire she gnashes ber sharp 
white faugs and tries tho strength of 
her chain. It it \vure uot strong cnongli 
to hold an ox, I should prefer thut there 
were two or three counties between ns 
jiiKt at that particular moment. The 
cubs ure alrendy as geutle as luuibs aud 
as pla>ful us kitteus, aud uothiug 
pleases them better than to crawl under 
our bluiikots ut uigbt aud cuddlo up 
close to us to escape tbe chilly uorthtTs. 


\Ve cupturod ber in the mountains of 


tbo Deall river iu western Texas, aud 1 
doubt if a more daring feat was ever 
accomplished by a crowd of hunters. 
Game of all kinds is very abundant iu 
this region, nnd the boys had tired of 
nboottug doer, antelopes and turkeys. 
Several big wolves aud two or three 
panthers hud boon slaughtered, aud it 
was evident from tbe numerous tracks 
about tbo water boles that there wore 
plenty more of tbeui in tho mountains.
